his father Hexvy the fourth, who aſſociated him in 


the Empire, and held him priſoner in that diſtreſſe, 
that he died; touched aftcr with remorſe of this a, 


and reproach. of the State, for abandoning che. 


rightes of the Empire, levics fixtic thouſand foote, 
and thirty thouſand horſe for Za, conſtrained the 
Pope and his Colledge to acknowledge the rights 
of the Empire, in that forme as LZeo the fourth had 
doneto 0thothe ſecond ; and before that, Adriax to 
Charlamaine, according to the decree of the Coun- 
cell of Reme;zand made him take his oath of fidelity 
berweene his hands, as to the true and lawfull Em- 
perour. The Pope, ſo ſoone as Heary was departed 
home, aſſembles a Councell, nullifies his acknow- 
ledgement as done by force, and ſhortly after died. 
The Empcrour to make himſelfe the ſtronger a- 
'gainft his ſucceſſors, enters into aliance with the 
King of Englend,takes to wife Maxde the daughter to 
Henry the tut, being but ftue yeares of age. 
Calixtithenext ſucceeding Pope, at a Councell 
held at Reynes by ecclefiafticall ſentence, cauſed Henry 


the Empereur to be declared an _ ro the. 
1d 


Church,and degraded him of his Imperiall dignity. 
The King of Exg/axd, ſeeing this Councell was held 
in Fraxce,compoled chictly of che Ga/jcave Church, 
deſirous to oucr-mafter Loxis the King of Fraxce, in- 
cenſes his ſonne in Law the Emperour, to fer vpon 
bim ( as the Popes chiefe piller )on one fide, and he 
would affaile him on the other ; The Emperour eaſi- 
ly wrought tqſuch a buſineſſe, prepares all his beft 


ces: the King of Exp/auddoth the like,

The King of Franceylecing thisftorme comming 

fo impetuouſly vpon bim, wrought ſo with the prin. 
ces of Germapte, as they taking into their confidera- 
tion, thefuture miſchicfe of a warre raſhly, and vn- 
aduiſedly taken, with rhe importance of a. kinde 
ncighbourhood, adviſed the Emperour-not to enter 
thereinto, till he had ſignified to the King of Fraxce 
the cauſes of his diſcontent 3- Whereupon Embal- 
ſadours were diſpatched te the King of Fraxce, who 
anſwers, that he grieued much to fee-the two grea- 
teſt pillers of the Church. thus ſhaken with thoſe 
diſſentions, which mighthazzard the ruine of the 
whole Erame; that he was a friend to them both, 
and wauld labour and endeauour all he could to 
mediate an attonement;rather then adde fewell to 
a fire too fierce already, which he deſired to extin- 
guiſh for the good and quiet of Chriſtendome, 

This Ambaſlage and anſwer ſo tooke, that the 
Emperour was diuerted from his former reſolution, 
and was glad to: haue Log. a mediator of the ac- 
cord betweene the Popeand him, which-ſhortly af- 
ter was concluded at wormes, for the Popes aduan- 
tage, towhom the Emperour yeelds vp the right of 
the inueſtitures of Biſhops and other benefices. 

The King of Emg/and cxpeRting great matters to 
haucriſcn by this buſineſſe , was highly difpleaſed, 
being ſodiſappointed. of the Emperours afliſtance 
proccedes notwithftanding in his intentions againſt 
Lows, Betweene them there were many great con- 
&&s, with the expence ot much bloud, and charges, 


end: 


end both weariedand tyred out, a\ peace Was.con- 
cluded, 

Then of late yeares (as it hath beenc here formerly 
related) inthe raigne of King Phil the ſecond, there 
was enmity and open warres betweene Pope Paw/and 
. the Spaniard, The Pope befieged and confined with- 
in the walls of Rome by Duke A/ua; relicued by the 
French King, yet fell from him, and reconciled him- 
ſelfe to the Spaniard, as to the ſtronger (ide. , - ' 

That the Pope cannot erre in matter of faith; his 
power todepole Kings, and diſpoſe of Kingdomes; 
are two mayne poſitions the Papifts holde : both 
which , F humbly leaue, to our Diuines to deals 
with them therein, Bur for' thoſe two particulars 
here now mentioned, and many other former paſſa- 
ges of. the Pope,the vulgar may iudge. Inthe time of 
Queene Elzzabeth ; did familiarly and freely giuc Bi- 
ſhopricks in Jre/azd: but thoſe that had them ſo gt- 
uen, could neuer gaine poſſeſſion, | 

Then farther, there can be no ſuch feares & doubrs 
for thealteration of Religion, as is apprehended, if 
we take into conſideration thefe particulars follow- 
ing : . 
Firſt, we hauingawell ordered and well gonerned 
Kingdome, where Religion is cſtabliſhed, Rites and 
Ceremonies ordained,and by a long vie and cuſtome 
recciued and confirmed ; the many apparent proba- 
bilities of the Kings integrity , the many rare and 
worthy learned men that are in the Kingdome con- 
ſidered, I

and that his affeQions haue becne-caried with ſome 
delights and pleaſures; yet hath he been ſo ftudious, 
that he is learned beyond expeRation, and cuſtome 
of great Princes :: and for his ge? , ttisof fifty 
ſcaucn yeares growth,hath made thereof many religt- 
ous & worthy expreſſions þ6th by his learned works, 
and words , and indecde hath ſhor ſuch arrowes, 
which will hang in the ſides of the Romiſh Religion 
in after ages , as he is Defender of the Faith by citle, 
he will ſo continue in truth. 

The firſt that had the Title, was Herry the cight, 
giuen him byPope Leothe tenth, for writing againſt 
Luther. Aﬀter his conucrfion and ſuppreſſion of Pope- 
rys yetretayned he that ſlile,, and afterwards during 
the raignes of Zdwars the f{txth , the late famous 
Queene Eligabeth, and our now Soucraigne, ithath 
beenecontinued,and doubtiefie by him will be main- 
tained. | 

"Amongſt many his worthy cxpreſſions of him 
ſelfe therein in-pae of his workes, he thus declareth : 
that it is oneof theprincipall parts of the duty which 
appertaines to & Chriſtian King, to protett his true 
Church within bis owne Dominions : to extirpate 
herefies is a maxime withour all controuerſics. In 
which reſpe&, tholc honourable titles of Cuftor, Yin- 
dex vrinſs, tbule, keeper and revenger ofboth tables 
of the law , and Natrieins Eccleſia, Father of 
the Church, doe rightly belong to cucry Emperour, 
ing, and Chriſtian Monarch : fo that there is no 
10n or imagination, that hewill ſuffer the Reli- 
Sion now x ke came vnder the Egiptian ſer- 

uitude 
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uicude of the Pope: But rather will be likezgoodly 
Czxdar tree, of full growth, irremoucable, not to be 
otherwiſe,or other where ſeror planted:vader whom 
his Subics ſhall fir ſafe and proteRted, Onrhope- 
full Prince, a branch thereof, will be of the like kinde, 
affording the ſame fruit, who doubtlefle will now be 
the more precious in thar kinde, in reſpett of his lace 
traucll and triall, longed for the ſweet comfort, and 
preaching of the Goſpell (according to the ſaying of 
the Pſalmiſt) eurn as the thirſty Hgrt did for thewe+ 
ery Brook: Though hehath bin amongſt the Sirens, 
his cares would admit no audience : a ſound was ak 
waycs inthem, as it hee heard his religeous Father 
King James ſpeaking vato him , as fornetimes holy r.chro, 28.9. 
Dasxid (pake vnto his ſonne Salomon: And thou Charles : 
my ſonne, know thou the God of thy Father, & lſeruc 

him with a perfe&t heart,and with a willing mind;for 

the Lord ſcarcheth all the hearts, and vnderita1deth 

all the imaginations of the thoughts if thou ſceke 

him, he will be found of chee; if thou forfake him, he 

will caſt thee off for euer; all which ferued onely 

but as addition. Our Prince his integrity is ſuch, fo 

firmely ſertled in the rruc _ n0w profeſſed, 

that there was no poſſibility of his alteration. For - 

which, we are infinitcly bound vnto God, and an in- 
comprehenfible happineſle it is eo the Kingdome, 

thathis diſpoſition, all his courſes and carriages af- 

fording all Royall and Priacely vertucs- (as indeede 

meerely compoſed thereof) his patience farre excee- 

ding his paſſion, which bringeth peace to himlelle, 
andvigoryougreothers ; free fromall imperfections 
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that Princes many timesare ſubie@ vato, the more 
hauing no tri nordiſciplinated education, but ra- 
ther ſoothedand flattered in all they ſay or doe. 

What an exccceding great comfort and ioy may 
wetake to fee his willing heart,and ready hand to re. 
' ceiuethe Perhtibns and complaints of the poore di- 
ſreſled Subicts , and his gracious diſpoſition to ſee 
them relicued > which doubtleſſe will occaſion the 
whole progreſſion of his life , to bee much the more 
happy andproſperous, gainc him bleſſed fame, and 
cucrlaſting memory, and a Crowne of glory ina bcr- 
ter Kingdome. 

Poſiciuely our King and Prince, the one for pater- 
nall affeRion, the other for f/;a/obedience, for after 
ages may be worthy parternes, 

Thar by the Spaniſh Lady her comming ouer, the

uingfo pleaſing an obieAto the eye, andioRoyall

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an afſailant in ſuch a perſonas our hopefull Prince is. 
Theſe things may goe neere the point to doc it: Then 
ker Ladies and Maydes of Henonr, which of like at 
the firſt, will be the Cabinets of her Councell, and 
other her followers, though Sermons they willnoct 
heare, yer when in daily diſconrſes they ſhall haue 
ſuch fiege and battery laide to their Romith Religi- 
on, by an Army of reucrend Biſhops, Dofors, and 
many famous learned Preachers in that kinde, the 
whole forces of our Kingdomes ; affuredly itwill ra- 
ther loeſe ground then gaine any : the proper nature 
ofReligion, is farre ſooner to be perſwaded by rea- 
ſon, then forced by conſtraint. Thoſe are the two 
things that Religion ftands on : the world cannor 
creatca new creature, be it neuer ſo little : So no Jaw 
of man, nor compulſion can makea good Chriſtian 
in heart, without inward grace : wherein the Mini- 
ſter is to perſwade , and leaue the ſuccefle to God. 
More famous, learned, and worthicr men, no age 
euer afforded : who will be a glory to the age : The 
King , and they, as the Sunne and Moone, and 
ſome others of the Clergie,as lefſer Starres will make 
perfection of git, though they contribute ſome- 
what leſſe, will make the lightof the Goſpell in the 
courſe and manner as it is now profeſſed , ſhine ſo 
bright, thac ic ſhall dimme all Romiſh ſuperſtition 
Idolatry, as the bleſſed Stnne doth a burning 
Taper: and there ſhall beno ſuch Curtaine drawne 
ro  outthe light ; but thar ir ſhall ſhine over 
ehe whole face of che carth , that wee fhall ſee their 
good workes , and bee taught by them to glorifis 
"a 
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our heauecn]y, Father. 

The two famous Yniuerfiries, the'Spheares from 
whence learning,andſo conſequently the true know- 
. edge ofReligion, hath his motion, they will not be 

ecclipled, Let vs be confident , that our Jo/aah and 
his Clergic being of his houſe, will profeffe (whatſo- . 
encrother Nations doe) hee and they will feruethe 
Lord, li any of the Clergie,, when they ſhall come 
to the touch, proucnot right (as peraduenture ſome 
of chem may not; ). iswill be ſaid of them, Yee chil- 
drenol teru/alem, weepe,and lament, that for want 
of courage you berray your Maſter, 

So in concluſion, wiſhing the countrie people, 
from henceforth in their reſolutions would be farif- 
ficd, and not to trouble themſclues as now they doe, 
in.chcirexpoſtulations of our Princes royall match, 
nor take ypon them-to foreknow and preindicare, 
that dangers mayenſue, cicher for matters of religi- - 
on or gouernment, but abandon all doubts, and 
diſpairc of thoſe things, and rather rake ir ro their 
comforts, hopes, or rather indeed aſſurances, thar 
all thoſe things formerly related, will rather fo * 
come to pafte chen otherwiſe zand that there will be 
no more luch rubbes in the paſſages of State af- 
faircs as late hauc beene, but will runne ſmoothe, as 
formerly they haue done, and all dealings and paſ- 
ſages betweene man and man, will come again ints 
theit courſe and current, and the Iron age we hauc 
lately liued in will haucan-end, which may be the 
beginning of a golden world; ſo ſoone as it ſhall 
pleaſe God, our Princes royall match be once fetled.
